SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

A publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), if it promotes or supports, or tends to 
promote or support, any of the matters set out under that section of the FVPC Act. 
This video recording is classified as objectionable because it tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, acts of torture and the 
infliction of extreme cruelty, and the use of urine and excrement in association with 
sexual conduct. The video recording also promotes and supports the use of violence 
and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 

The video recording’s presentation of two sisters as young adolescents who engage in 
sexual activity with an adult male tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. Depictions of a man urinating and ejaculating over 
women, as well as depictions of a man masturbating as excrement flows over his 
hand, tend to promote and support the use of urine and excrement in association with 
sexual conduct. The video recording tends to promote and support acts of torture and 
the infliction of extreme cruelty, through a scene where a man tries to kill a woman by 
leaving her handcuffed and gagged with a tube running from her anus to a tap that has 
been left on. 
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Further, the video recording contains depictions of a man raping several women and 
forcefully administering enemas. It therefore promotes and supports the use of 
violence and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for the video recording. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does 
not apply to this publication because it has been determined that s3(2) of the FVPC Act 
applies. This provision overrides the NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision 
which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms in the 
NZBR Act. 
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
